c thismenagement at the Medical College Hospital 

‘to-day. My readers are aware that the Calcutta 

Prince of Wales’s Hospital was built by Government at enormous expense and 
it is known as the best hospital in India. I was admj into it on the 27th 
October last in order to undergo an operation. As soon as I was admitted 
I was conducted by a mehéer attached to the hospital to the bath-room and he 
supplied me with a piece of washing soap in order to cleanse my body, telling 
me that that was the soap I ‘was to use, according to the hospital regulations. 
After the bath, I was told that I must use hospital clothing; the dhots was 
white in appearance but stinking ; the yama (coat) was free from any particular 
smell. There is a rule, in the interests of health, that the rooms are to be 
washed four or six times a day, but there is no rule wee any change in 
the clothing of the patients Before a week. With my limited intelligence I 
could not comprehend the sense of thisrule. I do not know if there is any 
risk to health involved by ‘wearing a fresh clean suit of clothing every day and 
Ido not know why a Government which spends so much money for the 
patients should grudge a small outlay on some 300 or 400 pieces of coarse 
cloth. Then as to the meals: breakfast consisted of boiled scojee mixed with 
sugar, The mid-day meal ‘consisted of three chtiaks of boiled rice and soup, 
in the afternoon this was repeated. Luckily, the doctor permitted me fo have 
my meals brought from home, so that I was able to dispense with those supplied 
by the hospital. I hear that the diet for each Indian patient costs 4 annas 
and that for each European 12 annas; in other words, irrespective of age, a 

white man will get the food of three black men. Worse trouble yet: this food 

for the blacks, supplied under regulation, before reaching the patient has to pats 

through the benevolent hands of many people, It often happens that th h 

a patient may cry out aloud, the servant does not approach him. As for t 

nurses on duty, some of them respond to the call of a patient, while others 

reprove him. To refer to an actual incident, Miss Lee Hare was on duty that 

day. A patient in my room, suffering pain, asked me to call up the nurse. 

As soon as I did call her, she came up and with a “you damm nigger, shut 

up,” she instantly and thoroughly appeased the agonics of that patient. And 

she felt somewhat augry with me also for having roused her up at night and 

caused her annoyance. Thereafter her demeanour generally was somewhat angry.

The devastating war which now s in Europe needs men—men to 
kill others and men to die. Sc in all parts of the British dominions every man 
who wishes to fight has been asked to prepare himself for the great conflict, 
and every available soldier is being sent to the French frontiers. Even certain 
classes of the péople of the Punjab, who have never before been admitted into 
the army, are being allowed to enlist. There is no lack of soldiers in India, 
and, in fact, a crore of them can be had at a moment’s notice. But who are to 
train them and lead them in the field of battle? An army of a crore of men 
muet have at least twenty thousand officers. There is plenty of money 
available, but what is needed most is the prompt recruiting of officers. A ve 
large number of officers are being killed in this war, and so double or thrice 
the required number must be kept ready. In England ordinary soldiers are 
being promoted as officers ; but such cannot be the case here, because in this 
country there is a good deal of difference between the training of officers and 
of ordinary soldiers. Hence the want of fighting men is causing the British 
Government some anxiety as can be seen from an article which has recently 
appeared in the Englishman. We, however, are not anxious at all. In 
many parts of [ndia, particularly in Bengal, there is a large number of educated 
young men who can be made into officers with but three months’ proper train. 
ing, If Lord Kitchener can have twelve lakhs of soidiers — in England 


in three months, why should it not be the same in India? But then the thing 


is, in England the authorities have a firm faith in the people, but such is not 
the case as regards the educated classes in this country. If the Government 
had any faith in them they (the Government) would not have to be anxious 
for finding officers for the army. We fail to see why if Bengali doctors, who 
have not had the polish which a sojourn in Engiand is supposed to give, can 
be taken in as military surgeons, healthy and robust young graduates should 
not be given commissions in the army. Those of them who have graduated 
in science and mathematics can be easily made into artillery officers after three 
months’ training. We do not mean to say that all the officers in a regiment 
should be Bengalis, but only, say, four of them. Again, if subadar-majors and 
havildars are promoted to the ranks of commigsioned officers, they are sure to 
prove themselves worthy of the honour; Many of the members of Lord 
Curzon’s Imperial Cadet Corps have been given commissions in the army, and 
many more ¢an yet be selected. The real thing wanted is faith in and regard 
for the people. The people are ready to sacrifice every thing for their rulers. 
They are going across the stormy seasand into dense forests and arid deserts 
to lay down their lives in the service of the Empire. Why, then, should they 
not be trusted? If the war goes on for some time longer in the present way, 
perhaps our rulers will have to listen to our advice. But then it will be a 

uestion of sheer necessity, whereas now such an act will make the people 

eeply devoted to them. Our rulers do everything we ask them, they give us 
everything we want, but always in the wrong season, when the nobleness of

spread. It is clear that German gold had been very freely pen in Constanti- 
nople to bring about the present complication. And it would not be a matter 
for very great surprise if these intriguers had found their way even to this 
country. All these were very serious suspicious, from which few people could 
entirely rid themselves. All these considerably upset the puhlia mind here 
upon the publication of the news that war had at last broken ont between 
Great Britain and Turkey. But whatever.uneasiness may have been caused 
by this announcement has been completely removed now. The Government of 
India and the general non-Moslem population of this country have been 
exceedingly gratified and reassured at the universal outburst of loyalty to the 
British Crown and allegiance to the British connection which the action of 
Turkey has called forth from every section of tho Muhammadan community. 
The situation was crucial. It put a very cruel test upon Indian Muhammadans. 
Their relations with the Caliphate had been of the most sacred and tender 
character. Memories of a thousand years had sanctified these relations. 
Recollections of past achievements on the one side, and dreams of future 
activities in the service of the faith and to the glory of God and His Prophet on 
the other, had combined to puta new strength and inspiration into these hallow- 
ed relations, It is scarcely a year since the last struggle in which peg was 
engaged, and almost every Indian Mussalman had been ready then to dedicate 
whatever he had to the service of the Caliphate, and for saving it from extinc- 
tion as an independent sovereign state among the sovereign states of the modern 
world. Their leaders had subscribed liberally to the Turkish var fund, some 
of them had gone over personally as members of a medical mission to the seat 
of war. New friendships had been formed, new bonds had been forged between 
Indian Islam and the Turkish Government and the people during the dark days 
ofthe Balkan war. And it has not been an easy thing to get above all these and 
to openly and unreservedly repudiate the present act and ed of Turkey. 
The journal realises how painful it must have been for the uhammadans of 
India to do it, and sincerely sympathises with them in their sorrow, and 
because it does so, it honours and appreciates their loyalty to the British Throne 
and the British connection which has cost them such a severe heart-wrench. 
The Indian Nationalist has, indeed, the greatest reason to be grateful to the 
Moslem leaders and the Moslem opulations of India for this sincere, universal 
and outspoken loyalty ; for to him it is a good deal more than a mere pro- 
fession of fealty to the existing political authority and order in the country. 
The natural leanings of the Muhammadan heart could only be with 
Turkey under any and all conditions. If Great Britain had not been 
involved in this wat, if it had been a conflict, for instance, between the 
Triple and the Dual Alliance, the sympathies of the Indian Musaal- 
man would have been unquestionably with the allies of Turkey, which- 
ever side she might have been tempted to join.
